A brand new boulevard link plan—intended to overcome most of the jobstacles 
which were found in the path of other suggested links—has been formulated by 
Architect Victor Falkenau. Chief among its merits is the fact that it will encircle 
the shipping district of Michigan avenue instead of surmounting it, and that 
it will cost something like $3,000,000 less than the boulevard on stilts. 

One of the pictures reproduced shows the approach to the elevated drive from 
Michigan avenue and Jackson boulevard, where the proposed boulevard will start. 
There is a gradual ascent from Jackson boulevard to the Illinois Central tracks, 
which it crosses by means of an ornamental bridge into Grant park. The drive- 
way now. leading to the Oolumbia Yacht club would be utilized as far north 
as Randolph street, which is about eighteen feet below the level of Grant.park. 

The plan then contemplates a continuation of the boulevard to the river 
by means of a series ot concrete arches at the same elevation as Grant park. 
From the river the proposed line of. the boulevard will be ‘northwest and westerly 
to St. Clair and Michigan streets, this portion of the drive alsa being on con- 
erete arches. From this point it is to descend gradually to the street level, about 
100 feet-north of Ohio street, connecting with the Lake Shore drive on the east or 
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Lincoln Park boulevard on the west.

In answer to a great many communications, 
complaints, and suggestions concerning the 
primary election law, Gov. Folk gave out the 
following statement tonight: 
_ “ Phe primary law has its defects that have 
been made clear by trial. These defects can 
be remedied so to more effectually curtail the 
power of the bosses. It would be folly to say 
that because under the primary law the 
bosses still have some power, the remedy is 
to repeal it and go back to the convention 
system, where the bosses usually are su- 
preme. If it is a bad thing for the bosses 
to have any power under the primary system, 
it would be a worse thing for the bosses to 
be placed in full control under the convention 
plan. 

The defects in the convention cannot be 
corrected, while the defects in the primary 
system can. An effort is being made by rea- 
son of defects in the primary law to discredit 
the entire law and go back to the professional 
politician’s delight, the convention system, 
This effort should fail, and I believe will fail.

COPENHAGEN. Aug. 6—Mylius Frich- 
sen, the Danish explorer, is dead in the far 
north, having perished during a snow storm 
which fell while they were adrift at sea upon 
an ice floe. * 

The explorer and three: companions, one 
of them an Eskimo, left the main party, 
intending to cross the ¢ternal ice cap of 
Greenland at its brSadést part to the un- 
Known, frozen dome of the interior, which 
rises to 10,000 feet above sea level. This 
region is completely devoid of vegetable and 
animal life. 

Before reaching the point where they ex- 
pected to strike for the interior a huge field 
of lee became detached from the mainland 
and carried them out to sea. 

For days they ‘drifted about, Their pro- 
visions gave out and by the time the wind 
changed, blowing thein back to the coast 
Erichsen and the two Europeans were unable | 
to crawl ashore. 

The Eekimo helped them to firm land, but 
they died within a few hours.

Long Island Woman Dies in Convul- 
sions Three Months After Re- 
ceiving the Injury. !

These crit- 
iciems, which were voiced in particular by 
Alexander Goutchkof, one of the most re- 
spected members of the national legislature 
and a supporter of the government, were in- 
dorsed by an overwhelming majority of the 
parliament, and even the minister of war, 
Gen. Rodiger, was constrained to publicly 
admit that in certain respects they were jus- 
tified. In order to show that there was no 
hostility in the matter against the govern- 
ment or the crown the duma expressed itself 
willing and ready to vote not only the large 
sums demanded by the admjnistration for 
the reorganization and reéquipment of the 
army but to accord an even larger sum than 
that asked, in order that the work might be 
well done, stipulating only, however, that 
Grand Duke Nicholas, as well as his brother 
Peter, inspector general of the engineer corps, 
and his cousin, Grand Duke Sergius, in-

Grand Duke Nicholas at once telegraphed 
to the char né@ing that he should at 
once either dissolve the duma or accept his 
resignation, and it is understood that this 
dispatch was followed by messages of similar 
import from Grand Dukes Peter and Sergius. 

It was 
to the effect that he would relieve them of 
their duties when he saw fit, and not before.

the pan in the fifth round of the first game, 
practically settling that affair. 

Overall, Lundgren, and Heulbach each 
pitched brilliant enough baseball to deserve 
victory several times over, and the two big 
twirlers added to their pitching feats some 
of the most timely tuns ever seen. Overall 
batted in two of Chicago’s runs in the first 
game and retired with a perfect batting aver- 
age after his pals had brought defeat om his 
unwilling shoulders, Reulbach hit home two 
of Chicagos three runs in the second game, 
and was robbed of one hit at that.
